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REMARKS 

Claims 1-16 are pending in the application. In the Office Action of June 2, 2005, the 
Examiner made the following disposition: 

A. ) Rejected claims 1-4 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over U.S. 

Patent Application 2003/0030767 (“767”). 

B. ) Rejected claims 11-13 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over 767 

in view of U.S. Patent Application 2004/0183969 (“969”). 

C. ) Objected to claims 5-10 and 14-16. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the rejections and address the Examiner’s disposition below. 

A. ) Rejection of claims 1-4 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over US. 

Patent Application 2003/0030767 ("767 ”)\ 

Applicants respectfully disagree with the rejection. 

The Examiner states in the Office Action dated June 2, 2005 that claim 8 is allowable 
over the cited references. Independent claim 1 has been amended to clarify the language of the 
claim and to incorporate the subject matter of claim 8. Therefore, claim 1, as amended, is 
allowable over ‘767 . Claim 8 has accordingly been canceled. 

Claims 2-4 depend directly or indirectly from claim 1 and are therefore allowable for at 
least the same reasons that claim 1 is allowable. 

Applicants respectfully submit the rejection has been overcome and request that it be 
withdrawn. 

B. ) Rejection of claims 11-13 under 35 U.S.C. 5103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over 

767 in view of U.S Patent Application 2004/0183969 C969Zh 
Applicants respectfully disagree with the rejection. 

The Examiner states in the Office Action dated June 2, 2005 that claim 8 is allowable 
over the cited references. Independent claim 1 has been amended to clarify the language of the 
claim and to incorporate the subject matter of claim 8. Therefore, claim 1, as amended, is 
allowable over ‘767 in view of ‘969. Claim 8 has accordingly been canceled. 
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Claims 11-13 depend directly or indirectly from claim 1 and are therefore allowable for at 
least the same reasons that claim 1 is allowable. 

Applicants respectfully submit the rejection has been overcome and request that it be 
withdrawn. 

C.) Objected to claims 5-10 and 14-16: 

Applicants respectfully acknowledge the Examiner’s finding of allowable subject matter 
in claims 5-10 and 14-16. 

Independent claim 1 has been amended to include the subject matter of claim 8. 
Therefore, claim 1 is allowable. 

Claim 14 has been amended to depend from claim 1. 

Claims 5-7 and 14 depend directly or indirectly from claim 1 and are therefore allowable 
for at least the same reasons that claim 1 is allowable. 

Claims 8-10, 15, and 16 have been canceled. 

Applicants respectfully submit the objection has been overcome and request that it be 
withdrawn. 
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CONCLUSION 

Claim 17 is newly added. In view of the foregoing, it is submitted that claims 1-7, 11-14, 
and 1 7 are patentable. It is therefore submitted that the application is in condition for allowance.
